DOING SOMETHING FOR CHINA. 


The hopeful thing about the Far East part of the \\ a r l­ 
ington conference is that the powers really seen to bt trying 
to do som ething for China. 
They may not do very much. Indeed, handicapped as 
they are by mutual jealousies and trade rivalries, they may 
do as little as possible instead of as much as possible. 
But 
it is a big thing that they’ actually feel obliged, by the public 
opinion of their several countries, and especially by public 
opinion in the United States, to m ake any* unselfish effort at 
all. Heretofore every international conference called to hold 
any kind of postmortem on China has devoted itself mainly 
to new schem es for getting som ething out ot I hina, \V hen 
any conferee has tried to limit the exploitation by the other 
powers, it has been in order that there might be more left for 
itself. 
Now Japan. Great Britain and France, the three chief 
exploiters of China since Germany and Russia dropped out, 
all show a willingness to give up valuable leaseholds and 
other concessions, and to recognize a larger measure 01 
Chinese so verignty than ever before and to undertake active 
measures to help China financially' and politically. I his is to 
the credit of the powers concerned, even though it is the best 
policy in the long run. If China can be saved from plunder­ 
ing and partition, and made strong and respectable, the whole 
human race m ay be saved much war and other trouble here­ 
after. It is good morals, and also good sense— two things 
usually lacking heretofore in international dealing.
